promotion for the Alumni Association. 

Publications: A membership in the OSU 
Alumni Association includes subscriptions 
to Outreach, the official OSU alumni 
magazine, and the Oklahoma Stater, the 
alumni tabloid newspaper. For an 
additional $4 per year, members receive 
the Sports Report, published 19 times an- 
nually — weekly during the football sea- 
son, monthly thereafter. 

Additional advantages: Active alumni 
also receive a membership card; alumni 
window sticker; activities calendar; dis- 
counts on subscriptions tothe Daily O'Col- 
legian, the campus newspaper; continued 
use of the Edmon Low Library; and ad- 
vance notice of Allied Arts productions. 

Benefits to OSU: An Alumni Association 
membership profits the university as well 
as the alumnus. Active alumni elect mem- 


bers to the official board of directors where 
they have input into the operation of the 
association. Each director serves on at least 
one of the association's 12 committees. 
Here they may play an important role in:

It is neces- 
sary that we have a strong membership 
program to support all our activities here at 
the Alumni Association.” 

Memberships are as follows: annual 
membership, $15; recent graduate mem- 
bership (for those having received original 
degrees within the last five years), $6 a year 
for four years; lite membership, $200; in- 
stallment life membership, $55 per year for 
four years, or $12 per month for 20 
months; associate membership, $15 (for 
anyone wishing to join the association; 
previous attendance at OSU is not re- 
quired).

JIMMY'S TRADEMARK 


C. W. Johnson used to manage Little 
League baseball teams in Port Arthur, 
Texas, but he says it never bothered him 
that son Jimmy seemed to care more for 
football. 

And Allene Johnson says that’s all right 
because her son Jimmy was too slow for 
baseball, anyway. 

So Jimmy Johnson became a football 
lineman and eventually the head football 
coach at Oklahoma State University, and 
his parents say they couldn’t have been

prouder of him if he had been a speedy 
baseball player. 

It's Parents Day today, and Jimmy 
Johnson is in his first season as OSU's head 
football coach. And it’s a cinch he will 
have at least two fans in the crowd. 

“The biggest thing my parents gave me 
while | was growing up — and still give 
me,” says Jimmy, “is their support and 
interest. They were at every game | played 
through high school and most of the games 
| played in college.

“Now there aren't any bigger Oklahoma 
State fans than they are. 

“Our whole family always loved all ath- 
letics, and they always followed me. It | 
was playing on the B-team or whatever, | 
could always count on their being in the 
stands, 

“They never pushed me, but they were 
always supportive.” 

C. W. Johnson was no tootball player. “‘1 
went out for football one year in high 
school (in Clarksville, Ark.),”” he says, “but 
| was too small. | was trying to play guard, 
and | only weighed 135 pounds. 

“Jimmy's mother was a good athlete. 
She played basketball ail the way through 
high school in Clarksville, and they won 
several Championships.” 

C. W. did play a little baseball and man- 
aged the youth teams Jimmy and brother 
Wayne played on in Port Arthur for seven 
years. 

“They both played on the all-star teams 
and all,” says C. W. “Wayne preferred 
baseball, but Jimmy was different, He 
played baseball until he was 16, but once 
he started playing football in junior high, 
there didn’t seem to be enough action for 
him in baseball.’’ 

Wayne was an all-state baseball player 
and even had a tryout with the Astros. 
Jimmy took up football in junior high 
school and didn’t get any arguments from 
his parents. 

“I worried some about his getting hurt,” 
says Allene, “But | guess that’s just a 
mother for you. | never tried to discourage 
him. 

“4 tried to look at it that he wasn’t any 
worse off playing football than doing any- 
thing else. He could get hit by a car while 
he was walking across the street. 

“Mostot the time, | didn't think about it. | 
was just proud of him and enjoyed watch- 
ing him play.” 

C. W., says he never worried. 

“| was superintendent at a dairy then, 
and Jimmy would work tor me during the 
summers,”” says C. W. “He wore weights 
around his legs while he was working. He 
was always in good shape.” 

C. W. always was around to watch Jim- 
my’s football efforts.

letter sweaters. 


“We didn’t have peewee football or any- 
thing like that,’ says Jimmy. “| never had 
an opportunity to play organized football 
until the seventh grade. 

“But we always played sandlot football 
every Sunday afternoon. We would play in 
front of our house, and Dad would stay on 
the front porch and watch. 

“He never coached me or offered any 
suggestions about how | should play, but | 
always knew he was there, watching, and 
that always meant a lot to me.” 

Jimmy was an offensive guard and 
linebacker in junior high school and high 
school, ‘| was minimum size,” he says. “‘l 
only weighed 145 pounds in the ninth 
grade,”’ 

By the time he was a senior in high 
school in Port Arthur, Jimmy weighed 185 
pounds and had attracted the interest of 
college scouts. 

“Thad college offers from Alabama and 
most of the Southwest Conference 
schools,’ he says. “My first big interest was 
Air Force. 

“All of my family, my aunts and uncles 
and everyone, had moved to Texas. But 
they were all from Arkansas and were 
Razorback tans. 

“My Uncle Floyd (johnson) summed it 
up for the family when | was trying to de- 


cide where to go. 

“He said, ‘Jimmy, you can go anywhere 
you want, but if you want our support, you 
had better go to Arkansas.’ 

“We let him make up his own mind,” 
says C. W., “but he knew where we 
wanted him to go.” 

Jimmy decided to go to Arkansas, and it 
was during his freshman year there that 
Allene had her doubts whether she liked 
the idea of her son playing college football. 

“We went to his first college game at 
Texarkana,” she says. ‘‘He was playing on 
the freshman team or junior varsity team or 
something. We sat down close to the 
players, and we could hear them hitting 
each other, 

“While we were driving back home, | 
told my husband, ‘| don’t know if | am 
going to like this, There is such a difference 
between high school and college football. 
They hit so hard.’ 

“| worried all the way home, but | even- 
tually got adjusted to it. Jimmy would call 
us after every game we didn’t go to and let 
us know how things went. And if we 
weren't at the games, we listened on the 
radio. Sometimes, we could just hear a 
little of the game, but we listened.” 

Jimmy did not disappoint his parents as a 
college football player. As a senior, he was 


an all-conference guard and captain of the 
national championship Arkansas team. 

But his dad had known for some time 
that Jimmy's football career would not end 
when he finished college. 

“He always wanted a good education,” 
says C. W., “but | knew by the time he was 
a junior in high school that he wanted to 
end up somewhere in sports.” 

“| was fortunate that | was always in a 
winning program with good coaches when 
I was growing up,” says Jimmy. “In junior 
high school, we were district champions. 
In high school, we were in the playotfs 
every year. And we were national champ- 
ions at Arkansas.” 

In high school, Jimmy played under the 
likes of former Kentucky assistant Buckshot 
Underwood, present Texas University 
head coach Fred Akers, present Texas-El 
Paso head coach Bill Michael and New 
Orleans Saints assistant Doug Shively. 

At Arkansas, he played under Frank 
Broyles and a strong staff of assistants that 
included former Oklahoma University 
head coach Jim McKenzie and current 
Oklahoma University head coach Barry 
Switzer. 

Jimmy began his coaching career as an 
assistant at Louisiana Tech and served as a

“We're going to give our overall athletic 
program the chance it deserves to 
succeed—just like the other top-notch 
programs in the country,” declares Dr.

Gill, a former defensive back for the 
Cowboy footballers in the mid-1960's, be- 


came the OSU Development Foundation’s 
associate director—athletic gift pro- 
grams—in November, 1978. He im- 
mediately began working closely with ath- 
letic director Richard Young and Charles 
Platt, executive director of the Develop- 
ment Foundation. 

Their goal: to find a way to bring several 
diverse athletic booster groups under a 
single umbrella organization, which 
would be both more managable and more 
effective.

The result—the OSU Posse, which in- 
corporates a number of new ideas about 
athletic tund raising and promotion with 
others which have worked for OSU in the 
past. And in keeping with a restructuring of 
the athletic department a year ago when 
both men’s and women’s intercollegiate 
sports were brought under the same de- 
partment for the first time, the Posse will 
provide support for both the Cowboy and 
Cowgirl athletes. 

“The purpose of the Posse is two-fold,” 
Gill explained. “‘It’s a fund raising organi- 
zation and it’s a booster organization. Both 
areas are extremely important to the OSU 
athletic program. We need boosters and 
we definitely need financial support. 

The booster activities will bring together 
various support organizations which have 
operated for years in various parts of the 
state, and at the same time establish new 
booster groups where none have existed 
before. 

“We're going to take the university ath- 
letic program to the people,’’ Gill says en- 
thusiastically.”” And he is quick to explain 
that while OSU alumni will play an impor- 
tant role in the Posse, there will certainly be 
a place for former students, friends and 
sports fans in general in both the member- 
ship and leadership of the new organiza- 
tion, 

“Members of the Posse have one thing in 
common—an interest in a winning and 
successtul athletic program at Oklahoma 
State University.” 

“Taking the program to the people” in- 
cludes bringing existing groups in Ok- 
lahoma City, Tulsa and Enid under the 
Posse umbrella, as well as establishing new 
ones in strategic locations throughout the 
state. The goal here is to have a local Posse 
unit within easy driving distance of every 
Cowboy sports fan in the state.

“While a student at OSU from 1946- 
1950, Don McClanen was inspired by a 
dynamic idea. Recognizing the strong in- 
fluence of athletes and coaches upon the 
lives of others, he envisioned a fellowship 
of athletes, dedicated to advancing Christ- 
ianity through their vocations.” 

So read the first few lines on a bronze 
plaque which graces the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes Plaza standing near the 
southeast end of Lewis Field. The monu- 
ment commemorating the origin of the 
FCA here at OSU was a gift to the university 
from the OSU Development Foundation 
Board of Governors. 

The Plaza stands as an expression of 
pride that a national organization of the 
FCA’‘s stature can trace its roots right back 
to Stillwater. 

The fundamental concept of the FCA— 
that athletes and coaches could be a Christ- 
ian influence for young people—began to 
take shape in 1947. That’s when McClanen 
gave a three-minute talk at Stillwater’s First 
Presbyterian Church entitled ‘Making My 
Vocation Christian.” 

His reasoning went like this: America is 
a hero-worshiping nation where many 
athletes are committed to the Christian

letic department and people around the 
country who back our program with both 
their personal and financial support,” Gill 
said. 

“On one hand,” he continued, ‘‘we'll be 
sending coaches and other representatives 
of the athletic program to meetings of the 
various local Posse groups on a regular 
basis. They'll tell the members first-hand 
what's happening in OSU athletics—how 
the recruiting is going and what to look for 
in the coming season. 

The other aspect of this two-way com- 
munication system is that while representa- 
tives of the athletic department are attend- 
ing these local meetings, they'll be getting 
feedback from the grassroots level. 

Local Posse members will have the 
chance to meet coaches personally, offer 
suggestions and input, and find out what 
they can do to help the program. 

All private dollars raised through the 
Posse are channeled through the De- 
velopment Foundation to the athletic de- 
partment. As a result there is strict account- 
ability as to how the funds are spent, as 
well as a tax deduction for the donor. 

“We're raising funds to promote excel- 
lence across-the-board in OSU athletics,”’ 
Gill declared, ‘“‘and we're raising these 
funds within the guidelines established by 
the university, Big 8 Conference, Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics for Wom- 
en, and NCAA.” 

Membership levels in the Posse range 
from the $40 per year Tracker up to the 
$2,500 and over Scholarship Donor. Five 
categories in between make affiliation with 
the Posse possible for virtually anyone in- 
terested in OSU athletics. 


In keeping with the reorganization which 
placed men's and women's athletics under the 
same department, the Posse will provide sup- 
port for both the Cowboy and Cowgirl athletes.

And while the desire to sustain a winning 
athletic program is the primary motivating 
factor, according to Gill, donors also re- 
ceive certain benefits in return for their 
contributions. 

These benefits include a Posse newslet- 
ter, preferred parking at many athletic 
events, priority ticket options, club room 
privileges and others, depending upon the 
membership level attained. 

“The giving totals which count toward 
the various membership levels accrue over 
a one-year period from Sept. 1-Aug. 31,’ 
Gill explained. ‘This makes it possible for 
donors to stretch their payments out over 
an entire year.”’ 

A gift to a specific sport or a contribution 
to the general athletic program will qualify 
the donor for membership in the Posse. 
However, there is Currently a definite need 
for general athletic dollars. 

“These general funds,”’ Gill explained, 
“are the ones which provide the scholar- 
ships for all sports, pay for maintenance of 
facilities and bolster recruiting budgets, for 
example.” 

Overall leadership of the athletic booster 
and fund raising activities is provided by 
the Posse Advisory Associates, a group of 
alumni, friends and major donors ap- 
pointed to two-year terms on the board. 
Each local Posse is represented by at least 
one associate. Others are appointed at 
large with consideration given to booster 
clubs, active donors, geographic location 
and other factors. 

The group currently includes three 
former presidents of the OSU Alumni As- 
sociation. Gill and Young serve ex-officio. 

The Advisory Associates were instru- 
mental in the development of the original 
concept that the Posse should be the um- 
brella organization it has become. 

Gill made telephone calls and personal 
Visits to universities with nationally promi- 
nent athletic programs. 

His research revealed that most of the 
successful programs around the country 
were using the combination booster club- 
fund raising approach. 

The Associates added their own input to 
this research, and took into account the 
needs and situations which were unique to 
OSU. The result was the OSU Posse. 

“Actually what we're doing with the 


Posse concept,” Gill explained, “‘is taking 
an aggressive, innovative approach to ath- 
letic fund raising and support. We're doing 
this to perpetuate OSU's great tradition in 
intercollegiate athletics. 

“You know, OSU ranks third nationally 
in number of NCAA championships won. 

“But private financial support is becom- 
ing increasingly important because of ris- 
ing costs and budgetary constraints,’” he 
added. ‘The costs of athletic grants-in-aid 
have risen sharply, while the costs of items 
such as recruiting, meals, travel and even 
adhesive tape have nearly doubled in the 
past decade. 

“Everywhere you look and see a suc- 
cesstul athletic program, there’s a success- 
ful athletic support program,” Gill de- 
clared. ‘‘We're looking for the same kind of 
prominence in both areas here at Ok- 
lahoma State. 

“And the OSU Posse will help us 
achieve this goal.”

Each state that hosts a Big Eight football 
program has another team of which it can 
be extremely proud—wheat farmers and 
research scientists. 

Because Oklahoma wheat is one of the 
best types in the world for baking into 
bread, chances are good that the buns 
snuggling the hotdogs at today’s game are 
the result of this particular bit of teamwork. 

State wheat farmers could be considered 
the offense for this awesome team, because 
they each are on the front line plowing, 
planting and harvesting—not to mention 
risking thousands of dollars annually to es- 
tablish a wheat stand. As is true with out- 
standing football teams, statistics help tell 
their story. 

The 1979 wheat crop, in spite of reduced 
acreages, low average prices and the 


ever-escalating Cost of inputs, is a near- 
record 171 million bushels. But a new re- 
cord was established this year when farm- 
ers scored the highest per acre yield ever 
recorded in Oklahoma at 30 bushels per 
acre. 

How much is 171 million bushels of 
wheat? Visualize a huge wheat bin that 
would hold Lewis Stadium to the top row of 
seats. The 1979 Oklahoma Wheat crop 
would fill such a bin 17 times. 

Large hopper cars used to transport 
wheat by rail hold 3,333 bushels of wheat. 
These cars are 60 feet long, which means it 
would require a train of cars 583 miles long 
to move this year’s wheat crop at one time. 
lronically, that is slightly more than the 
distance from the heart of Oklahoma 
wheat country to the exporting center at 
Galveston, where 80 percent of our crop 


goes overseas. 

Researchers could be considered the de- 
fensive squad for this team, because their 
job consists primarily of removing the ob- 
stacles in the way of good production that 
are presented by insects, weeds and plant 
diseases. 

OSU's wheat research teams have gar- 
nered impressive statistics through the 
years that reflect continual improvement in 
crop production—and they scored early in 
the game. A. C. Magruder established the 
now famous ‘Magruder Plots’ in 1892. 
Recognized as the oldest continous wheat 
fertility trails west of the Mississippi River, 
the Magruder plots are still providing use- 
ful information to today’s wheat scientists. 
This is in spite of the fact that they were 
once dug up and transported to their cur- 
rent location on the OSU agronomy farm to 
make room on campus for Murray Hall. 

Other examples of wheat research stand 
out, such as the development of top- 
dressing wheat with nitrogen. Now 
considered a very basic practice, it was 
significant in 1958 when OSU researchers 
showed that an average of 11 bushels per 
acre could be added to yields using this 
simple technique. 

The development of new wheat varieties 
has always been the most dependable 
game plan for wheat scientists and have 
resulted in many varietal stars such as 
Triumph 64, Concho and Danne. More re- 
cently, wheat varieties like Osage, Rall and 
Payne are meeting the needs of profes- 
sional growers. 

But varieties are not initiated just to show 
the public that wheat breeders are work- 
ing. They are developed in response to 
needs. At first the needs were greater 
yields, then higher protein and better mill- 
ing and baking quality. 

“Today's wheat breeding efforts are 
concerned with retaining all of these qual- 
ities and adding genetical resistance to in- 
sects, plant diseases and drouth,”’ says Ed 
Smith, director of wheat breeding research 
at OSU. 

One of the first major efforts to obtain 
genetical resistance in wheat was directed 
toward leaf rust, a fungal disease that can 
wipe out entire fields of wheat. The first 
varietal resistance was obtained in the 
1930's by transferring a rust-resistant gene 
from non-commercial varieties. 

“Approximately half of this year’s wheat 
crop would have been lost without the re- 
search that resulted in leaf rust resistant 
varieties,’’ says Jay Murray, assistant direc- 
tor of the Oklahoma Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. But Murray warns that the 
fourth quarter is far from over in the strug- 
gle against leaf rust, primarily because the 
organisms causing the disease have the 
ability to rapidly adapt to resistant material. 

“Because of the adaptability of leaf rust, 
we have a never-ending job in constantly 
seeking new sources of resistance,’’ Mur- 
ray says. 


Greenbugs are small aphids that feed by 
the millions on the leaves and stems of 
wheat plants. They rapidly adapt to various 
insecticides and also have the ability to 
overcome genetical resistance after a 
period of time. 

Several years ago, OSU and USDA plant 
breeders transferred greenbug resistance 
from an Argentine strain of rye to commer- 
cial varieties of Oklahoma wheat using a 
complicated series of chromosome en- 
gineering techniques. 

“Investigative teams made up of wheat 
breeders, soil specialists, plant pathologists 
and entomologists should have a commer- 
cial variety of greenbug resistant wheat 
available to state wheat farmers for plant- 
ing in the fall of 1981,” Smith predicts. 

Murray estimates that a greenbug resis- 
tant trait incorporated into a high-yielding 
variety will save state wheat growers from 
$40 million to $90 million each year. This 
savings will also be reflected on consumer 
levels. The total cost of greenbug resistant 
research by the fall of 1981 will be less than 
one million dollars. 

Smith points out that new plays are al- 
ready in motion to head off current and 


future wheat production problems. Re- 
searchers are initiating studies to combine 
leaf rust resistance, greenbug and other 
pest resistance and soil-borne mosiac resis- 
tance into one plant. It will be years before 
this feat can be realized, but the kick-off in 
this game has already occurred. 

A wheat farmer often is a cattleman in 
Oklahoma, because most of the state’s 
wheat crop is used as pasture for thousands 
of head of cattle each fall and spring. This 
practice led OSU animal scientists, wheat 
researchers and veterinary scientists to 
team up on another important problem a 
few years ago—stocker syndrome. 

Stocker cattle on wheat pasture would 
just suddenly die, with no apparent reason. 
OSU scientists found that the culprit was 
frothy, foamy bloat, and blocked the prob- 
lem by using poloxalene, a compound 
used to prevent bloat in cattle grazing 
legumes. 

So if the weiners snuggling inside the hot- 
dog buns being served at today’s game 
came from Oklahoma cattle, it is quite 
likely that part of the beef originated from 
grazing one of the most unique crops inthe 
world—Oklahoma hard red winter wheat.

Major architectural design projects are 
usually left to the experts, but at Oklahoma 
State University this is not the case. Third 
year School of Architecture students 
gained valuable professional experience 
by recently creating innovative designs for 
a new baseball facility. 


Although no monies have been allo- 
cated, the class project has the support of 
Coach Gary Ward. 

The combined real project and 
academic exercise was developed by 
Alexander Erdely, associate professor, who 
was approached by the athletic depart- 
ment with the needs and requirements for a 
5,000 seat baseball complex. The present 
stadium was constructed about 1955 with 
a bleacher capacity of 3,000. 

Using the same amount of land, the stu- 
dents were asked to design a new facility at 
its present location, north of the campus. 

“The athletic department is conscious of 
the inadequacy of the existing facilities, 
and of the need to provide a proper physi- 
cal environment for a growing and success- 
ful program,” Erdely said. 

The professor described the project as 
one of the most difficult problems for any 
architect to solve because of combining 
the structural and sculptural effects to 
create a facility. 

This particular project required design- 
ing dugouts, dressing areas, coaches of- 
fices, press box, equipment rooms, out- 
door lighting, and an indoor batting prac- 
tice area. 


Spectators were not ignored as the as- 
signment provided a concession area, rest- 
rooms and access to the Wrestling Hall of 
Fame. 

“The students had only five weeks to 
prepare plans and models for faculty judg- 
ing. Generally, their projects expressed 
good ideas on what could be done,”’ Erdely 
explained. 

Baseball team representatives viewed 
the models with great interest, and im- 
agined the benefits of having a new 
stadium at OSU. The most common in- 
quiry concerned the length of time it would 
take to construct such a facility. 

Admiring the models, assistant coach 
Jim Schwanke asked, hopefully, if the end 
of the season would be too soon. 

Both Schwanke and assistant coach 
Bobby Green admired one student's design 
of outdoor lighting for night games. ‘‘l can 
even see television cameras behind the 
backstop,”’ Green added. 

Fantasizing ended as Erdely described 
the amount of work and funds necessary to 
complete the complex. ‘‘Even if the project 
is far from being built, it has been a good 
educational tool for our students,’” he con- 
cluded.

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CHILD 
DEVELOPMENT 
IS THE AIM 

OF DAY CARE

Day care should provide an environ- 
ment to foster the child’s total 
development--not just custodial care, pro- 
tection or a place to park people. 

Experiences a good day care provides 
help a child grow socially, physically, 
emotionally and intellectually. 

Whether done through the family or by 
institutions outside the family, the educa- 
tion of children reflects the character of a 
nation and determines whether or not it 
can deal effectively with issues of growth 
and threats to survival. 

Since a young child is developing 
rapidly and is ready to learn many things, 
Leone List says, ‘‘Day care must provide an 
enriching program since it has a responsi- 
bility in the education of children.”’ She is 
director of the Child Development 
Laboratories at Oklahoma State University. 
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Besides enhancing a child's self-concept, mastering climbing equipment builds physical endurance and large motor skills. 


Regardless of where the child is 
enrolled--in a day care center, in a nursery 
school or in kindergarten--he should have 
a rich, varied educational program which 
provides opportunity: 


® To develop strong self esteem. 
® To develop skill in using his body. 
@ To learn to live with his peers. 


®@ To learn to handle his emotions con- 
structively. 


®@ To learn to enjoy and appreciate 
music, art and literature. 


® To learn to solve problems, think in- 
dependently, be curious and investigative. 


@ To learn to express his ideas and feel- 
ings through music, art media, language 
and dramatic play. 


® To develop an ever-growing under- 
standing of the world he lives in and the 
people who make up that world. 


® To establish some of the foundations 
needed for later reading, writing, arithme- 
tic, science and social studies. 


®@ To develop wholesome attitudes to- 
ward his own body and bodily functions. 


Well-trained, experienced staff mem- 
bers are most essential in a good day care 
program. Since day care takes the place of 
the home for such a large part of the day, 


Miss List said, ‘‘The staff should give much 
thought and emphasis to the whole area of 
human relationships. Relationships be- 
tween teachers and children should be 
close, warm and affectionate. 

“Each child should be accepted as an 
individual. In a good day care center, 
teachers constantly try to discover each 
child’s special needs and to find ways to 
meet those needs.” 

The child, in a day Care situation, is ina 
warm environment and can relate to a 
kind, understanding adult other than his 
family. The mother can get professional 
help and the child can bridge the gap be- 
tween the big world and his little world 
better than before when he goes home, 
according to Miss List. 

Day care should also provide good phys- 
ical care and effective health and nutrition 
programs. Before being admitted to a pro- 
gram, the child must have a complete phys- 
ical examination with existing defects 
noted and correction started. 

The child must also have a small pox 
vaccination and immunization against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
rubella, rubeola and polio. Besides health 
and safety programs to protect the children 
from diseases, meals and snacks served the 


children are planned under supervision of 
a nutritionist. 

Times are scheduled for active play out- 
doors and adequate room is provided so 
the children can move freely indoors and 
outdoors. 

“The program should have a wide vari- 
ety of toys, equipment and materials 
geared to specific developmental stages of 
preschool children as well as a wide range 
of supportive services ministering to the 
social, psychological and nutritional needs 
of growing children,’’ Miss List said. 

In explaining that day care is not a substi- 
tute for the home nor a place to give Custo- 
dial care and protection only, she said, 
“Day care supplements the home by shar- 
ing daytime responsibility with the parents 
forthe care and guidance of their children. 

“Day care also strengthens and supports 
parents so they can better carry out their 
full parental rights and responsibilities of 
providing care, guidance and educational 
opportunities for children.” 

Noting that good day care facilities help 
strengthen the family since the teacher in 
the center works as a partner with parents 
to rear the child, Miss List said: 

“Day care helps most when it reaches 
families at the time they can be helped 
best, before they break down. . . Of neces- 
sity, the parents are involved in so many of 
the experiences critical for a child’s de- 
velopment. Therefore, the family and the 
individual child are the primary focuses of 
effective day care programs.”

Workshops, seminars and conferences 
are provided year-round throughout Okla- 
homa and on the OSU campus. Topics 
range from environmental education to pa- 
rental relationships in the schools, and 
from a management academy for school 
administrators to human resource educa- 
tion for business and industry. 

A particular program of interest this past 
year has been Multi-Optional Renewal Ex- 
periences for Teachers (MORE), which of- 
fers a unique method of involving public 
school systems and their teachers and par- 
ents in planning teaching-learning activi- 
ties. 

The program features a series of Satur- 
day, drive-in seminars and workshops, as 
well as specifically-designed seminars 
taken to individual school systems on a 
subject or subjects of their choice. 

Topics discussed within the MORE se- 
ries included multi-disciplinary outdoor 
environmental education; discipline in the 
classroom; parental involvement in the 
schools; the classroom teacher—catalyst 
for creativity in the visual arts; how to cope 
with anger in the classroom; and reducing 
stress in schools.

Academy has been designed to inform 
school executives of current advances in 
management techniques and skills. 

However, it deviates from similar efforts 
in that it focuses on the development of 
general and practical executive skills of 
school administrators, 

This program is coordinated by OSU's 
College of Education, in cooperation with 
the University of Oklahoma and the Okla- 
homa State Department of Education. 

The college works in Cooperation with 
many groups to provide exceptional pro- 
grams for the public. 

Another cooperative effort is Family En- 
vironmental Recreation, a vacation pro- 
gram that puts emphasis on recreation and 
education in one experience. 

Education extension, in Cooperation 
with the U.S. Forest Service, funds the pro- 
gram annually. It is held during the month 
of June at Cedar Lake in the Ouachita Na- 
tional Forest. 

Activities at Cedar Lake include touch- 
ing the trees, sniffing the spiders and 
watching the natural sharing of the wind 
and water. 

In addition to these regularly-scheduled 
programs, several one-time seminars are 
held each year on current issues and inter- 
ests, such as infant education, teacher 
power and multicultural education.

KINETIC JEWELRY 
FOLLOWS WHIMSICAL THEMES

When Barbara Walter of the Oklahoma 
State University art faculty was a child, she 
wanted to get a model airplane for Christ- 
mas more than anything. She never did. 

So, she watched longingly as her 
brothers put together the tiny pieces of 
balsa wood and plastic. 

“| have always been interested in 
mechanical things,’ she says. ‘And, actu- 
ally, | find it very easy to conceptualize 
objects in three dimensions—from the 
sides, back, all angles. 

“That's why | find doing paintings a little 
frustrating. | always have to draw them out. 
| just can’t visualize two-dimensional 
things in my head.” 

And looking at Walter's kinetic jewelry 
and toys, it’s easy to see that she certainly 
has no trouble visualizing things in move- 
able parts, either. 

Walter is an assistant professor of art at 
OSU, whose specialization is jewelry mak- 
ing and metal work. 

“In high school in Illinois, my art teacher 
decided to experiment with jewelry mak- 
ing in class. None of us really knew what 
we were doing, but it was a good way to 
start. It got me enthusiastic about the pos- 
sibilities. 

‘| did a lot of experimenting with a pair 
of pliers and wire, trying to make 
commercial-type jewelry, but really wasn't 
getting anywhere, so | gave it up for a 
while,’ she says. 


Walter picked it up again when she was 
a freshman at Northern Illinois University. 

“| had decided to major in jewelry even 
before | had taken a jewelry-making class. 
My roommate was, and it seemed like 
everyone | knew was working in the 
jewelry shop. 

“| felt comfortable there. 

“My roommate's philosophy was, 
‘Don’t be inhibited. If you want to make 
something but people thing it’s a crazy 
idea, make it anyway.’ So, | did. It’s a good 
philosophy. 

“| get my ideas for pieces from various 
places. It may be a play on words or a title 
I've thought up or it may come from a 
particular object | want to work into a 
piece, 

“For example, the pickled hare ring idea 
| got from a play on words.” 

Walter holds the ring up, flips the top 
half of the rabbit's body back on its hinge, 
and inside is a minature green plastic 
pickle. 

“Pickled hare ring,”” she says, with a 
grin. 

But what characterizes her pieces is their 
whimsical nature. Their creator's sense of 
humor even is apparent in the titles she 
gives to them. 

“The Artoo Deetoo Spy Camera Belt 
Buckle | made for a photographer friend 
with a passion for Star Wars, and the Ansel 
Adams Spy Camera Belt Buckle was made 
tora friend whose ambition is to be as good 
a photographer as Adams. 


It's a ring—really! 


“| tried for a long time to come up witha 
DeKalb piece,” she continues, ‘‘and when 
| got to Oklahoma, it came to me right 
away.” 

Out of that came the Ode to DeKalb: 
Corn Belt Buckle that is complete with a 
plastic disc filled with black Illinois soil, 
pop corn and minature cows heads. 

“The main thing about my work is that | 
enjoy doing it. It takes a lot of concentra- 
tion and patience, but | really like making 
these pieces. 

“And if I'm satisfied with them, well, 
that’s all that matters.”
